I really appreciate having received your letter of June 27. I am glad 

to hear that the Prime Minister will write to me in due time on the subject 
brought 

that I had up in my last letter. I have been looking forward to hear- 

ing from him. I do not mean to rush you at all, but just the same I have 
decided to write you just in case the matter has gotten lost in the shuffle, 

I am very sorry that I am bothering you, and I would like to ask you to accept 
my apology for this. I know full well that handling this kind matter requires 
a lot of time. 

Prime Minister's letter on this matter would be a source of inspiration 
to all the people here who share my feelings about Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose. 
The interest among the Japanese people in having Netaji's ashes sent back to 
his fatherland for permanent resting is increasingly becoming higher. Probably, 
this is just a Japanese mentality that does not apply to other peoples with 
different cultural, religious and social backgrounds. Operating purely from this 
Japanese mentality, I may be embarrassing you. Please forgive me, if I am. 

At the same time, however, I would like for Prime Minister and you as well as 
all the Indian people to understand the sincerity with which I and other Japanese 
deal with this matter, hoping and praying that Netaji's soul and ashes may 
eternally rest in peace in his beloved homeland. 

It would be greatly appreciated if you would convey our feelings to Prime 
Minister. Again, let me apologise to you for bothering you.

In these circumstances X do not 
think we can add to the list* As regards the piece of land 
in Hew Delhi for the Mission, you may approach the Ministry 
of Works and Housing who have mad4 provision for such 
contigencies in their laws for disposal of lands. As regards 
your proposal about the National Trust, this will have to 
be a non-official- endeavour and X suggest that you consult 
some friends and form a society or trust and go ahead with 
it in the normal manner* 


X am suggesting this method of dealing with the 


request that you have made because X feel that such projects 
should be non-official ventures without bringing Government 
into them. This appears to me to be a better and easier 
course to follow.
